The London His- 
bernian Society patronized 575 schools, in which 
53,233 children were educated ; 90 other schools 
were under the Baptist Irish Society, containing 
7,000 scholars. —The Irish poor eagerly embraced 
the opportunity of procuring education for their off. 
spring, and the children usually evinced great ar- 
dour in the acquisition of knowledge.--The Com- 
inittee then adverted to the progress of education in 
foreign parts. The system of mutual instruction 
was rapidly advancing in Spain, under the sanction 
and at the expense of government. Besides the 
military school, there were three others at Madrid, 
and others had been established at many other prin- 
cipal cities and towns. In Italy the system was stil] 
enjoyed, notwithstanding the operation of that hos- 
tile interference which was adverted to in the last 
The British system had been introduced 
into all the Lonian Islands under the sanction of gov- 
ernment. From the vicinity of those Islands to 
Greece, the Committee hoped that at no distant pe- 
riod the system of mutual instruction would be in- 
troduced into the land of classic lore. Two Greek 
lads from Cyprus were now receiving instruction in 
the Borough-road. In Russia the system was pros- 
pering. A model school for 200 boys was lately 
established at Petersburgh, to which the Emperor 
had given the sum of 7000 rubles per annum. In 
India the native schools educated above 20,000 chil- 
dren. At Calcutta Miss Cooke had organized 15 
By the Benevolent Institutions of 
Calcutta nearly 500 indigent Christian children 
were educated. After adverting to Ceylon, Mal- 
acca, and the Cape of Good Hope, the report stated 
that under the superintendence of the Missionaries 
in the West India Islands, there were upwards of 
4000 children educated. In the United States of 
America, the cause of Education was steadily advan- 
cing. The Oneida Indians were receiving instruc- 
tion under the auspices ofthe American Baptist So- 
ciety. In Nova Scotia there was an increas- 
ing desire for establishing Lancasterian schools. In 
Canada, the British and Canadian School Society 
had been formed, and the measure was sanctioned 
by the Catholic priests of Montreal. The pro- 
cress of education in South America must afford heart- 
felt pleasure to every one concerned in the best in- 
terests of mankind. A school had been opened at 
Monte Viedo, in the presence of the Captain Gener- 
al and the Corporation of the city. The British 
system was also introduced into Colombia, under

When I! think of the little that has been done, how 
feebly the true spirit of the gospel has shewed itself 
in efforts to save mankind, lam ashamed and con- 
founded. Oh, my brethren, is it not enough that 
for fifteen centuries, Christianity has been truly a 
retiring, suffering, afflicted child of heaven, pur- 
suing her invisible way through fear and silence, 
and courted only to be despised and forsaken ? Is 
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communicate the ‘“‘ gospel of the grace of Gop.” 
They went from city to city, from nation to nation ; 
they scattered themselves throughout the known 
world: in every village, in every capital converts 
were multiplied ; till in a comparatively short pe- 
riod, the daughter of Zion, who sat weeping at the 
tomb of Joseph, afflicted and forsaken, was seen as- 
cending the throne of the Cesars, in the midst of 
bowing sceptres and worshipping millions. 

Was it not the same spirit, that actuated the men, 
who began and carried forward the ever memorable 
Reformation ? Of Huss and Jerome, of Wickliffe 
and Luther, of Zuingli and Knox ? Read the story 
of their labours and privations, of their zeal and 
perseverance, of their patience and self sacrifices, 
of their success and martyrdom, and you will see in 
them the rising, resistless force of the same spirit, 
that actuated the great Apostle to the Gentiles. 

And isit not the same spirit that has moved the 
latter missionaries of the cross ? those who within 
a few years have explored vast regions of Asia, vis- 
ited mary dominions of Africa, and penetrated far in- 
to the wilds of America ?

Missouri, dated the 17th of June, announces the loss of 
nena? all the horses belonging to the company who left 
Franklin in July, for Santa Fe.

Melancholy Intelliyence.—A trading and hunting party 
consisting of about seventy-five Americans, commanded 
by General Ashley, left our frontier settlements the past 
spring for the Rocky Mountains.
